The Hush county army selection 
board is face 
to face with a real 
job. 
Just now 
the board is com­ 
piling statistics on the present sta­ 
tus of the registered men 
of the 
county and has six days in which 
to accomplish the task. 
The board 
is working as hard 
as it can and 
will send in the statistic as fast as 
they arc completed 
to the provost 
marhal’s office at Washington. The 
present work is preliminary to the 
classification of registrants accord­ 
ing to a new system worked out to 
select the next draft army. 
The local board has not received 
its consignment 
of questionnaires 
and rules and regulations regarding 
the new method of selection, but a 
sample questionnaire was received 
(by the Daily Republican this morn­ 
ing, so that 
it is able to 
present 
something of what may be expected 
by the registered men. 
(Copies of 
the 
new* 
regulations 
came off the presses in Washington 
yesterday and will be in the hands 
of the local boards next week. The 
burden 
of 
supplying information 
which shall determine in which class 
he belongs rest squarely on the re­ 
gistrant, a stttdy 
of the question­ 
naire reveals. 
The classification of registrants 
will not begin until December 15 and 
sixty days will be allowed for the 
task, so 
the 
local 
hoard 
is not 
worrying about that right now, but 
is applying itself to the compilation 
otf statistics in accordance with a 
recent order of the provost marshal. 
¡Statistics compiled yesterday dis­ 
close that of the 1466 men regis­ 
tered in this county, 372 were call­ 
ed up for examination and thirteen 
of the nurdber failed to appear. Two 
hundred and seventy were accepted, 
but ths number 
includes the 
men 
who were excused 
from the 
draft 
because of already 
being in the 
service. 
'Eighty-nine were rejected in the 
physical examination 
and 98 were 
certified to the district 
board 
as 
ready for the army. Forty-five were 
ordered to report 
to Camp Taylor, 
Kv., and one failed to report. 
He 
was taken sick and was unable to 
leave on the day designated. 
No 
notices have been received of any of 
the Rush county 
increment

rejected at Camp Taylor but 
ad­ 
vices from unofficial

difficulties, 
was talken up. Woollen stated today 
that he expected 
that greater co­ 
operative 
effort 
in the coal work 
would result from the meeting. 
Woolleki outlined 
his 
arrange­ 
ments for supplying counties in need 
of coal. He stated that an inventory 
•would 'be 
made 
each week of the 
coal supply of Indiana 
and when 
appeals for aid reach his office from 
the county 
adm inistrators, 
wants 
will (be .supplied as far as possible 
from the mines which have reported 
additional quantities. 
The adm nistrator 
declared that 
every man would have to give his 
best efforts toward solving the coal 
problem or 
there 
would be great 
suffering in the state this year.

coal wherever

Woollen believes that with proper

every public action. 


But this (knowledge can not be had 


without an efficient system of pub- 
licity. Mere access to public 
-re- 


cords, or knowledge gained by word 
of mouth, will not answer. Nothing 
like a correct knowledge of the fi- 
nancial condition of any public office 
can be gained by these means.

books. 


Every public official who handles a 
dollar of public funds should toe re- 
quired to fender periodical account- 
ing. 
Many an honest but ignorant 


official has become inextricably in- 
volved, when publicity at the right 
time would have saved him from a 
charge of crookedness and the pub- 
lic treasury from loss. 


There can be but one reason urged 


against a thorough system of pub- 
licity of all public financial affairs, 
and 4hat is the matter of expense. 
To this 'we will 'answer that, if all 
the losses to the public through the 
ignorance or crookedness of public 
officials could be compiled, the total 
would without doubt,be found to far 
outweigh the cost of publicity.
